BIG DECISION COMING UP 

In the very near future, the American 
people will have to make one of the tough. 
C3t decisions In their hlatory. 

When war Is at hand and danger threatenj 
plainly, It's the eoaleat thing In the world 
for congresi to vote— and the people accept- 
higher approprlatlotls for delcnae, higher 
taxes, production controls, price celllnga, ra- 
tioning, and all the other onerous burdena 
that go with a time of trial. 

What's difficult la to approve these bur- 
dons when there Js no war and the prospect 
of one seems distant or receding. That's the 
kind of decision we Americans will have to 
make should the Korean war end soon. 

Allied attacks In the Inchon-Seoul area, 
If aucccsslul In allclng the North Koreans' 
life line, could bring the war to a much swift- 
er conclusion than anyone had hcllevBd pos- 
sible. Always assuming, ol course, that the 
Chinese communists aren't persuaded by 
Ruasla to throw their weight Into the bal- 
ance against us. 

Imagine how It would be with the North 
Koreans licked. Our soldiers wouldn't be en- 
ffaged in active fighting anywhere. Yet we'd 
be busy building up a military establishment 
of 3,000,000 men— double the present U. 8. 
force. 

Moreover, we'd Inevitably be committing 
-.more and more ol our Industrial output to 
, Jtae support of this enlarged force, To keep 
' ^&*lded activity from spurring a ruinous 
nUSon, we'd have to have controls. High 
tSKwould lit in both &s & revenue pro- 
diicff and an anti-Inflation device. 

In short, we'd be living under conditions 
Btrongly resembling wartime.

I^et's lace It. With the Korean war ended 
and no other military agBresslon atlrrlng at 
that moment, the pressure to trim defense 
plana and get back to business as usual 
would be terrific. Remember the clamor for 
demoblllEatlon the moment the laat shot was 
rired In World war n? 

But It's the uiumlmous pt^nvlctlon of our 
top military and lorelgn affairs leaden, from 
the President on down, that a large, mobile 
armed force ready for nearly Instant action 
la vital to future U. 8. security. To gamble 
that Russia will make no further moves after 
Korea Is to fhrt with suicide. 

Can we do It? Can we accept the hard 
regimen all thla will mean? Can we forego 
lite aa usual when a war Isn't actually go- 
ing on? Not lust our own freedom, but that 
of Uberty-lovlng peoples everywhere, la bound 
up In the answers to these palntu! questions.
